There will be no tickets issued 
and the youths who dash up and 
down the walks on their bicycles 
regardless of who they hit, won’t 
be arrested.

INSTRUCTIONS have been 
given members of the force to 
impound the two-wheelers for 
periods when their owners are 
caught riding them on the walks. 
Lack of a bicycle for a while 
may impress upon the minds of 
the youngsters who zoom and 
weave through pedestrian traffic 
on the walks that there is a law 
against the practice and that it

Building operations in July 
here, as reported in The Sun Aug. 
1, totalled $787,650. 
A YEAR AGO. in July, 1946, 
the Village was 30th in the same 
list of cities. 
Some interesting figures were 
noted in the Western Builders' 
figures. Building operations here 
in the seventh month of the year, 
exceeded that of every city in 
Oregon except Portland, In Wash- 
nigton only two cities, Seattle 
and Tacoma, topped Palm Springs 
in July building.

4 Conventions 
Start Season 
At Desert Inn 


Desert Inn will open officially 
for the season on October 10 but 
the first month will see the hotel 
filled with delegates to four con­ 
ventions. 
The California Hotel associa­ 
tion which held a highly success­ 
ful convention here two years 
ago, returns to the Village in Oc­ 
tober to again hold its sessions. 
They will be followed by the 
Merchants and Manufacturers as­ 
sociation of Los Angeles and then 
by the annual Palm Springs 
Round-Up of the Men’s Wear as­ 
sociation. 
The 50-50 Club will end the 
fall convention season on Novem­ 
ber 1, after which the Inn will 
be host to its regular guests who 
will come, as usual, from all 
parts of the nation. 
Reservations are already pour­ 
ing in and most of the “regulars” 
who have made the Desert Inn 
a habit for years plus many new 
visitors, will be back this season. 


Within the city limits of Palm 
Springs and exclusive of the 
special districts, the basic rate 
will be $5.56 per $100. Last year 
it was $5.78. 
DECREASES were made in the 
county and school rates, the city 
.ate remained the same and two 
assessments — the cemetery and 
mosquito abatement levies, which 
appeared in tax bills last year 
certain portions of the city, 
were eliminated altogether. 
The sanitary district rate, which 
includes a portion of the city, was 
up four cents and the flood dis­ 
trict rate, three cents higher. The 
Junior college rate—local tuition 
for Riverside Junior college— 
was up four cents. 
SCHOOL RATES showed a 
sharp drop but a new levy will 
be on tax bills this year—for bond 
interest and redemption in both 
the Desert and high school dis­ 
tricts. The Desert district bond 
rate is 31 cents and the high 
school, 32c. The high school bond 
rate includes the city’s share of 
Banning high school bonds, as­ 
sumed when the Palm Springs 
high school was carved out of a 
portion of the Banning Union 
district some years ago. 
Offsetting this new levy, how­ 
ever, was a slash in school rates, 
from $1.50 to 88c for the Desert 
district and from .75 to .65 for 
the high school. The total school 
rate is $2.22 this year against 
$2.33 last year. 
PART OF THE CITY former­ 
ly paid two cents per hundred 
as share in the Coachella Valley 
mosquito abatement district. This 
tax is eliminated this year. A n­ 
other one cent slash came with 
the elimination of the cemetery 
district tax. 
Zone 6, flood control, rate was 
up three cents instead of the six 
as first indicated. According to 
County Auditor Ray Hicks who 
supplied The Sun with tax figures 
Saturday, the Zone 6 rate is 16 
cents for protection here and two 
cents for administrative purposes. 
Last year the rate was 13 cents 
and 2 cents.

Finishing touches w ere being 
p u t on the first transcontinental 
coaxial cable in A m erica today, 
a cable capable of carrying 2400 
long 
distance 
calls 
sim ulta­ 
neously, north of the city. The 
cable, stretching from Los A n­ 
geles to New York, spans popu­ 
lated cities, farm lands, desert, 
m ountains and goes under num er­ 
ous rivers.

crossed, 
the desert area 
from 
W hitewater, north of the Village, 
to the Colorado river w as the 
toughest. 
From W hitew ater to B lythe the 
cable is buried' from six to eight 
feet deep to av ert danger of flash 
floods, is copper-sheathed to foil 
lead-eating gophers and crosses 
the San A ndreas fault north of 
here at right angles w ith plenty 
of slack to take care of the sever­ 
est earthquake shock. 


CONSISTING of eight pencil­ 
sized tubes, gas filled, the cable 
is about the size of a baseball bat. 
It is capable of carrying, on v ary ­ 
ing frequencies, 480 sim ultaneous 
conversations per pair of tubes 
although at peak the cable is 
capable of carrying 2400 messages 
at once. 
Everything from u ltra-private 
m ilitary messages through n et­ 
w ork radio program s, to ordinary 
long distance calls will be carried. 


A SAMPLE of the cable was 
displayed by Bill Nash, head of 
the local telephone company, at 
his offices here this Spring.

Cathedral City 
Author's New Book 
Wins High Praise 


"The Growing Roots,” a novel 
by Cornelia Jessey, who is bet­ 
ter know n in C athedral City as 
the wife of Irving Sussman, has 
received some very nice reviews. 
As a sample, w e are going to 
quote the one th at appeared in 
the Sunday Book Section of the 
New 
York Herald Tribune on 
Ju ly 13th. W ritten by Ruth Page, 
it states: 
. 
"This large, intensely w ritten 
novel takes as its subject the as­ 
sim ilation of Jew ish culture in 
America. It has for background 
the m igration of Ezekiel Gruene- 
baum from Russia to New York in 
the 1890s, and for foreground, 
the spiritual developm ent of his 
daughter, 
Leah 
G reentree, 
in 
Colorado during the 1920s and 
30s. There is a kind of structural 
counterpoint betw een the large 
sociological elem ent and the per­ 
sonalized intellectual dram a, just 
as there is counterpoint in the 
them e itself: the green tree takes 
root in its new soil, and yet, in 
the cultural wind, bends back­ 
ward. 
"In the isolated life of the 
child, Leah, her only security is 
in the family. She has almost no 
opportunity to m ake larger social 
orientations. 
This 
alienation 
dram atizes the poignancy of the 
intellectual choices which con­ 
front her as she comes into her 
m aturity. 
"These choices are exemplified 
by the influence of three differ­ 
ent men. The first Is her father, 
whose faith is in internationalism 
and the spiritual brotherhood of 
man. The second is Azriel, a rab ­ 
binical student who, while not 
com m itting him self to Zionism, 
sets up an austere theological 
ideal against the broad, cultural 
ideal of Ezekiel. The third is Lo­ 
renzo, an ex-Catholic and a ra d i­ 
cal m aterialist, who is L eah’s 
chief friend at College, but from 
whose ideas she tu rn s away. 
“Leah discovers th a t race is not 
im portant to her, but that spirit 
and belief are. She is draw n to a 
religious view of life, bu t it is at 
least as C hristian as it is Jew ish. 
She sees th at if the im aginative 
past is forced into a false m es­ 
sianic racialism w hich results are 
not essentially different from the 
fascist m yth. She rejects the way 
of Zion, and decides th at her 
destiny is here and now. 
"The Growing Roots,’ is a deep­ 
ly felt and ably executed novel, 
but above all a thoughtful one. 
As it stim ulates one’s sym pathy 
for the com plexities of its sp irit­ 
ual and 
cultural 
problem, 
so, 
above all, it stim ulates one’s re ­ 
spect for the serious talent of its 
author.”

Soon after leaving W ickenberg 
the road abruptly starts climbing 
the m ountainside, tw o thousand 
feet in fix miles, w inding in h air 
pin curves on and up. Cars are 
stalled and steam ing; signs such 
as "W e will tow you up,’ 'R adia­ 
tors cleaned,’ ‘W ater 
100 Feet 
A head,’ appear. A t the top of this 
clim b 
is 
Congress 
Junction, 
though there is nothing here to 
indicate a town. 
W ickenburg lies 15 miles away 
dow n in the desert, and a silvery 
line trails off to it. From this 
point is a magnificent view of the 
desert shimm ering in the heat b e­ 
low, and you are glad to be up 
and out of it. The scattered m oun­ 
tains and peaks in the distance 
look like w rinkles and w arts on 
the face of the earth. Two fairly 
com fortable cabins used to stand 
on th is high cliff w here I have 
stayed over-night, but these have 
disappeared completely, not even 
¡ a scar remains. The gas station 
' and repair shop are still there, 
and th a t is all. 


THE ROAD on from Congress 
Junction continues clim bing up 
and down but at an easier grade, 
and, when reaching the crest of 
the m ountain and dow n the other 
side, there in the distance nestled 
am ong the low hills is Prescott. 
The tow n itself continues up and 
dow n hill, and is a charm ing spot 
w here one would like to stop and 
linger. But going on, a few miles 
out of Prescott there is an alterna­ 
tive fork in the road, one branch 
leading to Ask Fork and the oth­ 
er to Jerom e and Oak Creek can­ 
yon. Many tim es I have had to 
m ake this choice; and I alw ays 
choose 
the 
m ountainous 
Oak 
Creek canyon way. The shorter, 
straighter, more level road goes 
to A sk Fork, and no doubt is 
m uck quicker. I am sure, if there 
is tim e, no one would ever regret 
going the Jerom e and Oak Creek 
way, as the road is usually good 
all th e way—a paved, winding 
road which reaches high eleva­ 
tions and gives an 
occasional 
glim pse of w hat lies ahead. The 
first tim e I w ent this w ay I did 
not 
know 
O ak C reek 
canyon 
existed; and, w hen at these high 
points I saw the grandeur be­

knew it lay m uch farther to the 
north. Finally on passing the last 
barrier, the 
m ountains 
opened 
wide over the desert floor below, 
and, in the distance as far and 
w ide as the eye could see, w ere 
the brilliantly colored cliffs of 
Oak Creek canyon. The whole 
valley was a m ass of color ex ­ 
tending up th e rim and into the 
sky, as it does in deserts only. I 
shall never forget this first ex ­ 
perience of finding Oak Creek 
canyon. Since then I have decid­ 
ed th at the best tim e to see this 
m iracle is at sunset—w hen the 
sun is behind you. 


JEROME, a picturesque copper 
m ining town, cem ented on to the 
mountainside, is also at this point. 
High up on the cliffs and out on 
the sharp spur from which the 
road eventually leads to the des­ 
ert, the houses cling precariously. 
To pass through Jerom e, it is 
necessary to w ind from one end 
of the town to the other because 
of the sheer up and down eleva­ 
tion of the terrain. The sm eltry, 
w ith its huge black smoke stacks 
fum ing day and night, 
are at 
Clarkdale some miles away, down 
in the level country. 
All the 
houses in this town seem to be 
built after the sam e pattern, and, 
I presume, this is where the mine 
w orkers and th eir families live. 
The highw ay passes through eas­ 
ily, and w ithout any effort, on 
my part, to resist stopping, I was 
soon in the open desert again, 
which is broken here and there 
by cottonwood trees growing fresh 
and green in choice moist spots. 
On looking back at the m ountain 
over which I came, ihere high up 
on its side Jerom e is patched 
against the cliffs. Unless I had 
just come throught it, I could not 
have believed th a t was a town. 
Some miles farth er on, a road 
branches off to the right w here 
a side trip takes one to M onte­ 
zuma Castle. Lloyd Mason Smith, 
in one of his recent Ham ada a r­ 
ticles, gave an excellent descrip­ 
tion of these old Indian ruins and 
the little m useum close by, w hich 
you no doubt read. I visited these 
ruins 
several 
years 
ago, 
and 
thought it very interesting. 


WITHOUT BEING aw are of it 
except for seeing the red cliffs 
in the distance, one gradually en­ 
ters O ak Creek canyon from the 
level of the desert, and soon the 
fantastically-beautiful red, white, 
pink, castle-like form ations are 
closing in on every side. The can­ 
yon narrows, and, after m any 
miles 
of driving 
around 
and 
about in this grandeur, you are 
in betw een abru p t m ountains w ith 
a stream hidden 
by 
greenery 
flowing at your side. High up on 
the red cliffs w here w hite rocky 
shelves 
crop 
out, 
sym m etrical 
evergreens stand safe from axe or 
saw. Oak Creek canyon is now 
frequently used for moving pic­ 
ture sets, though as yet it is not 
spoiled nor overdeveloped. A fter 
passing through the canyon and 
clim bing out of it one is soon in 
the higher elevations w here the 
tall pines grow and this continues 
until Flagstaff is reached. In the 
distance you get occasional views 
of San Francisco peak, w hich is 
held sacred by the m any Indians 
in this vicinity. Flagstaff lies at 
its feet.

Alaska 
By MABELLE F. BARKOW 


( Continued from last week) 
BEAUTIFUL GARDEN 
Seward, Aug. 7—1 wrote too 
hastily yesterday about Anchor­ 
age for, after I had mailed my 
letter, I discovered something 
that made the stay there worth­ 
while in addition to knowing 
what Alaska’s largest city is like. 
It has a beautiful owner-planted- 
and-maintained garden. The most 
beautiful I have ever seen. Mrs. 
Boren, Mrs. Wilkie (by the way, 
proof-reader I wrote three, not 
ten children, but it is possible no 
one could read my writing) and 
I came upon it while on a walk 
and wanted so very much to open 
the gate and walk in. That eve­ 
ning, about nine o'clock, out 
guide went down with some of us 
who wanted to see it and re­ 
quested permission for us to view 
the garden, which was very 
graciously given. 
The entire 75xl50-foot lot is 
planted. There is a green lawn 
and so many different varieties ol 
flowers that I could not remem­ 
ber all of them when I arrived 
back at the hotel. The delphinium 
grows nine feet high along the 
full length of the garden. Among 
the other flowers I can remem­ 
ber are bleeding heart, dahlias, 
columbine, sweet peas, sweet wil­ 
liam, forget-me-nots and pansies. 
KENAI LAKE 
This afternoon we drove out 
to see one of the local characters. 
Nellie Neal Lawing. who has 
quite a museum on the shores of 
Kenai Lake, which is about 17 
miles from Seward. Mrs. Lawing, 
a widow for many years, came to 
Alaska in the early days, from 
Missouri, married, and, after her 
husband's death, stayed^n. She is 
very proud that she saved the life 
of a mail carrier, also, that she 
had the contract to carry the 
mail for several months. 
There is a rainbow trout derby 
being run in one of the streams 
above Seward. The largest fish 
caught so far this year is 32 in­ 
ches. A 42-inch trout was caught 
in a former derby the driver of 
our car stated. 
Another reason this day has 
been an unhappy one for me: at 
5:30 p. m., my room wasn’t ready 
for me and I wanted to freshen 
up a bit before dinner. It seems 
that there is a big construction 
project underway here at the 
present time and the contractors 
have made no provision for sleep­ 
ing quarters for the men, so the 
hotel has been renting each of its 
rooms to four men, two of whom 
sleep at night and the others 
during the day. With this situa­ 
tion, the hotel owner allowed 
the Sita tour to make reserva­ 


tions. The two men in our room 
had not awakened and I don't 
know what they are doing today. 
BIG GAME 
After two days at Anchorage, 
the place looked like everything 
one might dream about. It is lo­ 
cated at the tip of Resurrection 
Bay with the bay as one bound­ 
ary and green mountains as the 
other. It is the gateway to Kenai 
Peninsula, home of the world's 
largest moose and the Kodiak or 
Alaskan bear. On the peninsula 
also are found mountain sheep 
and goats and many varieties of 
fish. There is considerable min­ 
ing on the peninsula. 
SEWARD 
Curry, Aug. 9—Seward is the 
first Alaskan city we have seen 
to which I would care to make a 
return visit. The scenery through­ 
out the territory, that is the part 
we have so far visited, is mag­ 
nificent and my vocabulary falls 
short of enough superlatives to 
describe it. The towns and cities, 
however, are little western towns 
with apparently no effort having 
been made to beautify them. 
Seward is a clean little com­ 
munity despite the fact that it 
has no paved streets. The people 
seem to be nice, too. I broke down 
and had my hair shampooed this 
afternoon. From the operator, 
whose home is in Washington 
state, I learned that work along 
the docks is the principal means 
of support. There is also a sal­ 
mon cannery and Seward is one 
terminus of the Alaskan Railway 
which runs inland to Fairbanks. 
I had read before I came to 
Alaska that the Alaskan Railway 
ran all winter, but I learned this 
is not true, that the trains can 
only run about half way to Fair­ 
banks during the worst part of 
the winter. 
SALADS 
The ladies on the tour are all 
missing the green salads we were 
accustomed to in the States. 
There are very few restaurants 
that serve them at all and those 
that do charge as much for salad 
alone as for a complete dinner. 
In Anchorage I paid SI.75 for a 
combination salad. Orange or 
grapefruit juice out of a can 
costs 35 cents a glass and fresh 
milk 50c a glass. Few restaurants 
list it on their menus. 
Today, some of the ladies in 
desperation bought salad ingre­ 
dients. took them to a restaurant 
and requested that the cook make 
salad for them. He charged them 
25 cents each for his labor and 
when they counted up the cost 
it was over one dollar each. 
ALASKA RAILWAY 
Curry, Aug. 9—Another 200- 
mile hop from Seward this morn­ 
ing put us back in Anchorage for 
about a three hour wait before 
starting on our way to McKinley 
National Park. We are about half 
way there tonight at Curry, a 
stop on the Alaskan Railway 
which runs from Seward to Fair­ 
banks. This is a very nice hotel 
operated by the government as 
is the railway. This seems to be 


1 the jumping off place for fisher­ 
men and big game hunters. On 
the way up, wherever the train 
s t o p p e d , fishing or hunting 
parties climbed off prepared for 
a trip into the wilds. The train 
from Anchorage followed along 
an arm of Cook Inlet, on which 
Anchorage is located, then along 
the Susina River which empties 
into Cook Inlet. 
Rain started falling in this part 
of Alaska yesterday and when we 
returned to Anchorage the store 
buildings and houses had all the 
dust washed from them and the 
streets were still wet so there 
was none of the dust to which I 
had objected when we came in 
from Copper Center. 
The airplane trip today was 
made in the same plane and with 
the same pilot that we had flown 
to Seward two days previous. 
Clouds were hanging low over 
Kenai Peninsula, Cook Inlet and 
Anchorage and at one spot we 
could see nothing but fog. How­ 
ever, after the previous trip with 
the pilot, whom we had found 
was extremely cautious, I felt no 
fear.

Riverside Office 


Of Indian Agency 
Will Be Closed 
Reorganization and consolida­ 
tion of three Indian Agencies of 
California, now well advanced, is 
expected to result in drastic cur­ 
tailment of Mission Indian Agen­ 
cy activities, it was learned last 
week. Administrative office at 
3610 Eighth Street in the county 
seat, will close, and Superintend­ 
ent John W. Dady, in charge of 
'reservation affairs in eight South­ 
land counties, has announced his 
retirement effective next month. 
! The program is not expected to 
' effect the local Indian office on 
Indian avenue where Howard 
Perdeew is in charge. The only 
change will be, he said, that busi­ 
ness of the local office will be 
transacted with Sacramento rath­ 
er than with Riverside. 
OF MORE than 20 MIA em­ 
ployes, including police officers, 
clerks, pump operators, farm 
agents and an engineer, at Riy- 
i erside, only two subordinate Civil 
Service workers will be retained 
to establish and maintain a sub­ 
office in the post office building 
there. 
The c o n s o l i d a t i o n move, 
launched through the offices of 
the secretary of the interior and 
the commissioner of Indian af­ 
fairs, will result in unified admin­ 
istration at Sacramento of the 
MIA. Eureka Hoopa Agency and 
the present Sacramento agency, 
The three previous agencies will 
be abolished as full agencies and 
reopened as sub-agencies. 
THE MIA has been operating 
for about 40 years, Superinten­ 
dent Dady said. In reviewing ac­ 
complishments he listed estab­ 
lishment of two huge ranches in 
San Diego county, one including 
5000 acres, much of which is un­ 
der intensive cultivation. He also 
referred to construction of 57 res­ 
ervoirs, 340 miles of fencing, 60 
pumping plants, building of many 
houses and general maintenance 
and construction work included 
with supervision of affairs of 
about 7000 Indians. Of this num­ 
ber, approximately 3000 are res­ 
ervation residents and 4000 off- 
reservation. 
. 
Reservations in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, all under the MIA, num­ 
ber 32, of which 14 are in Riv­ 
erside county. The county's two 
largest reservation areas are 
those at Morongo. near Banning, 
32.000 acres; and at Palm Springs, 
31.000 acres. 
THE RETIRING superintendent 
has taken a prominent part in 
promotion of Indian affairs. He 
was indirectly responsible for se­ 
curing old-age pension rights for 
Indians in California and was 
author of a bill which placed 
reservations within public school

TO DETROIT 
A fter a typical Sunday dinner 
w ith Jack's folks and his tw o 
brothers, we took 
a reluctant 
leave of the Hollm cyer’s and left 
Cleveland,

city, but we had just stopped off 
before en route east to Canada.

It is w ithout doubt 
one of the m ost m odern and up- 
to-date sm all museums I’ve yet 
seen,

compares 
favorably 
w ith the museum of N orthern 
Arizona near Flagstaff, with one 
exception. Instead of being strict­ 
ly local, C ranbrook is world-wide 
in scope, w ith only a small sec­ 
tion devoted to the im mediate 
environs. In later chatting w ith 
Dr. H att at lunch about this very 
thing, he emphasized the great 
need and desirability of a sm all 
m useum such as our D esert M u­ 
seum to continue to be local and 
not to try to expand to be uni­ 
versal in exhibits. This is in ac­ 
cordance w ith the M useum’s orig­ 
inal policy, but it wás encourag­ 
ing to hear it direct from such a 
w ell-know n museum m an as Dr. 
H att. Dr. P a rr at the American 
M useum had voiced 
the

thoughts, as had Dr. Foshag at 
the Sm ithsonian. 


HERE AT CRANBROOK is one 
of the finest m ineral exhibits in 
the country, all brought together 
and exhibited through the efforts 
of Bill Colburn, of Palm Springs, 
our present D esert Museum board 
president. It is indeed a fitting 
m ovem ent to his industry and 
hard work, and excellently dis­ 
played. It is to be hoped th at in 
tim e we w ill have as equally a 
fine exhibit of desert minerals. 
B ut all that takes tim e. Museums 
are not built-up over night. I be­ 
came convinced of th a t back in 
1940 when we first started up the 
present D esert Museum. 
T hat late afternoon we had a 
picnic barbecue on the island, 
w here we could watch the big 
coal barges plying back and forth 
from -L ake St. Claire 
to Lake 
Erie. T hat night I saw an old 
Palm Springs friend of mine, Ed 
Lisk, and we rode 
up to Mt. 
Clem ents. 
Leaving D etroit, we headed on 
w est to D earborn and the Ford 
m useum there. My impressions of 
this huge lay-out w ith its thous­ 
ands of exhibits, are a bit ju m ­ 
bled. It's a m arvelous collection 
th at Ford has amassed here. But 
somehow I felt it was much, much 
too crow ded into the halls w ith ­ 
out sufficient labelling and not 


Printers' Errors 
Invalidate Attack 


On New County Law 


The referendum 
petition di­ 
rected against two sections 
of 
County Ordinance No. 329, the 
County 
Governm ent 
Ordinance 
adopted May 31, was found in­ 
valid by State A ttorney G eneral 
Fred 
N. 
Howser 
because 
of 
changes in the wording made af­ 
ter most of the signatures w ere 
obtained. 
This is evident from exam ina­ 
tion of the lengthy opinion pre­ 
pared by the State official and 
m ailed to County Consel Earl 
Redwine, A ugust 15. The petition, 
carrying approxim ately 4000 sig­ 
natures ü p d filed June 28, ac­ 
cording to Howser was "not a suf­ 
ficient or valid referendum and 
did not stay the effectiye date of 
the ordinance in question.” 


THE CHANGES in the referen­ 
dum petition were made to cor­ 
rect typographical errors on page 
1. One was a m istake in refer­ 
ring to section num bers, the num ­ 
ber "39" appearing on the orig­ 
inal, w hereas it should have been 
"38”. The other was a correction 
in the spelling of the word "stan­ 
dardization,” the second "d" hav­ 
ing been om itted on the original. 


ACCORDING to the County 
Counsel, the first page of the ref­ 
erendum petition, containing er­ 
rors in the wording, was detached 
from the petition, changes m ade 
and the re-printed page substi­ 
tuted after most of the signatures 
it carried w ere obtained. Thus, 
the 
petition 
presented to 
the 
Board of Supervisors was not the 
one signed by the persons whose 
nam es appeared thereon, 
Red­ 
w ine said. 
It is upon this point that the 
A ttorney G eneral based his opin­ 
ion that the petition is not a valid 
referendum holding that in view 
of this condition it became un­ 
necessary to rule upon any other 
phases of the m atter.

You Send Through 


Uncle Sam's Mail 


Too many people are ignorant 
of the provisions of the postal 
laws barring certain item s from 
the m ail, R. M. Gorham , post­ 
m aster, said this week. 
Public co-operation in a cam ­ 
paign instituted by the postoffice 
departm ent to reduce the m atter 
illegally sent through the mails, 
was asked. 
A part from 
the activities of 
crim inals, there has been an in­ 
crease in illegal use of the mails 
through ignorance, the postm aster 
said. 


SIGNS POSTED at the local 
office list some of the things 
w hich are illegal to send through 
the mails. 
Am ong the items are: 
Alcoholic beverages. 
Inflam able 
m aterial 
such 
as 
m atches and lighter fluid. 
M aterial 
w hich becomes 
in­ 
flam m able w hen wet. 
A m m unition and explosives. 
Firearm s w hich can be con­ 
cealed upon the person. 
Poisons, narcotics. 
These are in addition to the 
m atter which practically every­ 
one knows is barred from the 
mails such as obscene m atter, ex­ 
tortion letters, lottery and fradu- 
lant m aterial. 


POSTAL 
INSPECTORS 
are 
aiding in the campaign. 
"Of course, senders of extor­ 
tion 
letters, 
obscene 
literature 
and fradulent letters know they 
are violating the law. B ut many 
citizens do not know some of the 
other item s barred. Some of them 
do but do not realize th e serious­ 
ness of the m atter,” the postm as­ 
ter said. 
He called attention especially 
to liquor. 
A concerted drive to check the 
rising tide of illegal m atter in 
the mails is under way and it was 
pointed out that the postoffice 
departm ent has a right to examine 
suspicious packages, 
even first 
class m atter.
